IN THE BEGINNING 


Life, and all that relates to it, is 
conspicuously marked with periodic 
new beginnings, and almost as fre- 

ently as every beginning is marked 
@: an ending of equal interest. Un- 

e the ending, that is freighted with 
memories, pleasant and unpleasant, 
the beginning, like the adventurer, has 
no report to give until its discoveries 
have been made. Therefore, the be- 
ginning of each of the 8,760 hours, 365 
days, and 12 months of the year is 
made colorful by the mixed sentiment 
of anticipation and anxiety, with the 
consciousness that much of the plan- 
ning and thinking is apt to be only 
wistful. But there are ways to begin 
every beginning that will assure suc- 
cessful progress to the end of each 
period of time with which one’s life 
is punctuated, as well as the comple- 
tion of each task one is to perform, be 
it great or small, of brief or prolonged 
effort. Let us notice a few as we stand 
in the threshold of 1950. 


eginning under the blood of Jesus 

the most invigorating, life-giving, 
assuring beginning possible. The 
greatest event in Israel’s history was 
not the birth of Jacob, his vision of 
the ladder, his nights of wrestling 
with the angel, his fatherhood of 12 
sons, nor Israel’s national security in 
Goshen, but the eventual exodus under 
the blood of the 250,000 lambs that 
were slain, which typified Jesus Christ, 
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“the Lamb of God that taketh away 
the sin of the world.” For that night 
of the Passover was the “beginning of 
months: it shall be the first month 
of the year to you.” Like Israel, every 
Christian has 2 calendars—national 
and spiritual. 

Israel’s first-born was made im- 
mune to physical death by the blood 
on the lintel and doorpost; but better 
still, the entire nation was set free 
from bondage because of the passover 
observance. They went out to become 
God’s church in the wilderness where 
the blood was to always be kept upon 
them before God, and in the blood 
was their security in this their new 
beginning. And so it will be with us in 
the beginning and continuation of 1950, 
if we stay under the cleansing blood 
of Jesus Christ, for John says, “If we 
walk in the light, as he is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” Not only 
that, but our peace of mind and heart, 
as well as life, depends on our staying, 
by faith, under his blood; then, too, 
it will help us “overcome the devil.” 


For every new day of this new year, 
special inspiration will be needed, 
and my heart has been greatly blessed 
by poetess Elva Horsman’s poem “In 
the Morning.” 

In the morning, bright and glowing, 

All the past is washed away 
By time’s river, everflowing, 

As it ushers in each day. 


Mind and soul are now refreshed 

By night’s healing rest and peace. 
Day unfolds to you its best; 

On new life again take lease. 


Here we find a new beginning, 
Hope reborn and faith renewed;

“In the Beginning God” 
While infidels mock, ridicule, and 
scoff, and scientists reduce the 
thought of God to substance and 
matter, the Christian knows that be- 
fore the beginning, yea “even from 
everlasting to everlasting, thou art 


God.” We know that it is He that 
hath made us and that “we are the 
sheep of his pzsture.” We know that 
throughout 1950 we may “live, move, 
and have our being in him,” for has 
He not “been ovr dwelling place in 
all generations”? Therefore, child of 
God, no matter what may be the 
material housing problem you have 
this year, you may have a perma- 
nent dwelling place in Almighty God, 
our Heavenly Father. And, “if you 
abide in him and his words abide in 
you, you shall ask what you will and 
it shall be done unto you.” 

Beginning 1950 with God means that 
as His son or daughter, your prayers, 
giving, fasting, tithing, suffering for 
Christ’s sake, and constancy in “the 
word and doctrine” will be amply re- 
warded here, and if you slip away to 
glory this year additional reward will 
be given there. 

“In the beginning...the Word.” I 
know that primarily the Word here 
refers to Christ, but I want us to think 
of the written Word as the medium 
through which the Godhead reveals 
to us life’s perfect plan now and here- 
after. So let us keep a ready supply 
of God’s Word in our hearts as a 
vaccine against sin’s attack upon us, 
that out of the abundance of the 
Scripturés stored away in the heart 
the mouth will speak in quick support 
and defense of God’s cause and in 
condemnation of sin. Our living happy 
Christians lives this new year will be 
determined largely by whether or not 
we live “by every word that proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of God.” Our 
triumph over the devil will depend 
largely on our ability to say, “It is 
written,” and then with fearless cour- 
age quote God’s Word to him. I would 
not predict, either for you or myself, 
that the path through 1950 will be 
wide and straight and free from valley 
shadows and starless nights, but I 
can recommend God’s Word as a 
never-failing light that will make your 
steps sure all the way: for “thy word 
is a lamp unto my feet and a light 
unto my path.” 


“In the Beginning the Lord 
Possessed Me” 
Generally, we are freer to express 
our ownership than we are to admit 
that we are possessed. There is some- 
thing about human nature that cries 
out for independence, but that part of 
our nature had just as well give up, 
because it has very little real chance 
of being gratified, legally, today. If

Mark 9:38. “And John answered him, 
saying, Master, we saw one casting 
out devils in thy name, and he fol- 
loweth not us: and we forbad him, 
because he followeth not us.” 

Numbers 11:27, 28, “And there ran 
a young man, and told Moses, and 
said, Eldad and Medad do prophesy 
in the camp. And Joshua the Son of 
‘Nun, the servant of Moses, one of his

young men, answered and said, My 
lord Moses, forbid them.” 

Matt. 21:15, “And when the chief 
priests and scribes saw the wonderful 
things that he did, and the children 
crying in the temple, and _ saying, 
Hosanna to the son of David; they 
were sore displeased.” 

Dear Friends, it is my desire to 
portray to you in this simple message, 
the great need for a pure strain of 
unselfishness amongst those which 
claim the: divine call to the minis- 
try. Paul the great apostle, in his 
writings to the Galatians said, Gal. 
5:13-15, “For, brethren, ye have been 
called unto liberty; only use not 
liberty for an occasion to the flesh, 
but by love serve one another. For all 
the law is fulfilled in one word, even 
in this; Thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself. But if ye bite and devour 
one another, take heed that ye be 
not consumed one of another.” 

I am reminded of a story in the 
great Alaskan north. It seems that 
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when two Alaskan huskies or sleigh 
dogs get into a fight, all the other 
dogs gather around the fighters and 


‘watch seemingly with great enjoy- 


ment, until one of the fighters is 
thrown by the victor. Then all the 
others in the pack join together and 
devour the loser. I know that we 
are not to be compared with dogs, 
but Paul said, “If ye bite and devour 
one another, take heed that ye be 
not consumed one of the other.” Mi- 
cah, the prophet of God, wrote, in his 
inspiration, Micah 3:5-7, “Thus saith 
the Lord concerning the prophets that 
make my people err, that bite with 
their teeth, and cry, Peace; and he 
that putteth not into their mouths, 
they even prepare war against him. 
Therefore night shall be unto you, 
that ye shall not have a vision; and 
it shall be dark unto you, that ye 
shall not divine; and the sun shall 
go down over the prophets, and the 
day shall be dark over them. Then 
shall the seers be ashamed, and the di- 
viners confounded: yea, they shall 
all cover their lips; for there is no 
answer of God.” 


It is a pity that there is no more 
manifestation of God’s divine reve- 
lation among Christians than there is. 
I am convinced that instead of yield- 
ing to the Spirit of God for direction, 
many of the thousands who profess 
the great call are given to bigotry 
rather than the true commssion. Josh- 
ua, John, and the chief priests and 
scribes were all reproved because 
they allowed the spirit of bigotry to 
rule their thoughts. John said, “We 
saw one casting out devils in thy 
name, and he followeth not us; and 
we forbad him, because he followeth 
not us.” The answer of Jesus was, 
Mark 9:39, 40, “But Jesus said, Forbid 
him not; for there is no. man which 
shall do a miracle in my name, that 
can lightly speak evil of me. For he 
that is not against us is on our 
part.” Joshua said to Moses, when 
Eldad and Medad were prophesying 
in the camp “My lord Moses, forbid 
them,” but the answer of Moses was 
as Christ would appreciate in all of 
us today, “And Moses said unto him, 
Enviest thou for my sake? Would God 


that all the Lord’s people were 
prophets, and that the Lord would 
put his spirit upon them!” Num.11:29.

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Abstinence 


from OU Liguor or Strong Drinks 


By CLYDE COX 





Introduction: By request of our 
Editor-in-Chief, the writer will pre- 
sent you with this article based on 
Church of God Teaching No. 22. This 
teaching, along with others, was made 
prominent and graces our Minutes. 
The adoption of this teaching many 
years ago sets forth the minds of the 
pioneers—that total abstinence from 
all liquor and intoxicating strong 
drinks is a Bible doctrine. However, 
our people have never suffered by the 
drink habit. The Church of God mem- 
bers believe in and receive a definite 
experience in conversion, sanctifica- 
tion, and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. These deep and definite ex- 
periences with God enable them to ab- 


stain from liquor, wine, and other. 


strong drinks. Indulgence in drinking, 
holds no attraction to our people! 
However, before some of our people 
were converted, sanctfied,, and Holy- 
Ghost filled, they did indulge in those 
things. 

This Teaching is not set forth in 
our Minutes with fear that our mem- 
bers will continue the drink habit, but 
rather that the world may be informed 
that we are firmly against the use of 
liquor or intoxicating drinks. The 
drink habit is one of the evils that 
play a great part in the demoraliza- 
tion of civilization. Paul was perplexed 
to know why the heathen did rage 
and the people imagine vain things. 
We are made to wonder why civilized 
people drink, rage under its deadly in- 
fluence, and loose the exercise of mor- 
al control. A drunkard once fell in the 
slough by the roadside. A dog, some- 
times called man’s best friend, came 
up and began to clean the man’s face 
of the slimy vomit. The drunkard said, 
“Get from here; I am as good as you.” 
There was more truth than fiction in 
his statement. 

New Testament Doctrine 

The writers of the New Testament, 
being inspired of the Spirit, firmly 
denounced the practice of intoxicating 
drinks. The drink indulgence is treat- 
ed in the Scripture as being of a 
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fleshly desire and recorded among the 
“works of the flesh.” Gal. 5:19-21. To 
drink liquor is not only sinful but is 
destructive to human life, to your 
character, and to your family. 

Jesus Himself was misrepresented 
relative to the drink question. One 
man recently said that “Jesus was a 
bootlegger and a horse thief.” Such 
expressions of an enemy of Christ 
comes from the mind of infidelity. 
The following scripture is used to con- 
nect Jesus with a winebibber; “The 
Son of man came eating and drinking, 
and THEY SAY, Behold a man glut- 
tonous, and a winebibber, a friend of 
publicans and sinners. But wisdom is 
justified of her children,” Matt. 11:19. 
The same people accused John the 
Baptist. “For John came neither eat- 
ing nor drinking, and THEY SAY, he 
hath a devil.” If they were not right 
in their judgment of John, then they 
were wrong about Jesus. John was a 
man sent from God. John 1:6. He was 
filled with the Holy Ghost from birth. 
Luke 1:15. He was a just and holy 
man. Mark 6:20. Likewise Jesus, “Who 
did no sin, neither was guile found in 
his mouth,” 1 Peter 2:22. “And ye 
know that he was manifested to take 
away our sins; and in him is no sin,” 
1 John 3:5. “. . . but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without 
sin,” Heb. 4:15. A true case of “wisdom 
is justified of her children.” 


At the marriage at Cana of Galilee, 
Jesus turned the water into wine. Not 
that He endorsed wine, but that He, 
by the miracle, could produce a non- 
intoxicating wine from pure water. We 
understand that nothing was added 
but water, and that they drank as 
soon as the change was brought about. 
The first Lord’s Supper was graced 
with pure juice of fruit of the vine, 
and He promised to drink of that 
fruit again with them in His kingdom. 
“T will not drink henceforth of this 
FRUIT OF THE VINE, until that day 
when I DRINK IT NEW WITH YOU 
in my Father’s kingdom,” Matt. 26:29. 


Nothing here is said of wine 
FRUIT OF VINE. This fruit of the 
vine is referred to as never being sour, 
or fermented, as wine with long keep- 
ing; never nauseous or unpleasant, 
but being very fresh and new from 
the rich ripe grapes of the vine, hence 
pure grape juice. Doubtlessly, this was 
the kind of wine Paul instructed 
Timothy to drink for the stomach’s 
sake. 1 Tim. 5:23. The Corinthian 
church did err in the Scripture order 
of the Lord’s Supper. They prepared 
for a feast and drank much wine. 
Some of them became drunk. However, 
this was brought about by the con- 
fusion and divisions caused by the 
heresies of some among them. Paul 
strongly rebuked them and reproved 
them for this evil. “What shall I say 
to you? shall I praise you in this? 
PRAISE YOU NOT,” 1 Cor. 11:17 20 


Our text strongly speaks against 
wine. “Be not drunk with wine, but 
be FILLED WITH THE SPIRIT.” 
Strong drink has an excess and con- 
tains a foul spirit. The Scripture 
teaches that he that is born of the 
Spirit has access into the kingdom of 
God. John 3:5. And the kingdom of 
God consisteth not of meat and 
DRINK, but righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost. Rom. 14:17. 
The Spirit can satisfy the thirst of 
man and leave him completely con- 
tent. After the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost on the day of Pentecost, some 
protested that they were drunk on 
new wine. Judging by their action, 
however, men may act peculiar when 
filled with the Spirit. “Stay yourselves, 
and wonder; cry ye out, and cry: t. 
are drunken, but not with wine; t 
stagger, but not with strong drink,” 
Isa. 29:9. “For these are not drunken 
as ye suppose, seeing it is but the third 
hour of the day,” Acts 2:15. “But this 
is that (Holy Ghost) which was spoken 
by the prophet Joel,” Acts 2:16. The 
mother of Samuel, Hannah, was 
thought to be drunk from where 
Eli stood, “And Eli said unto her, 
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how long wilt thou be drunken? 
put away thy wine from _ thee.” 
People that be carried away in 
the Spirit with God may seem to 
be drunk or even mad at times. Paul 
was accused of being mad. But from 
the heart of that blessed mother came 
these words: “And Hannah answered 
and said, No, my lord, I am a woman 
of a sorrowful spirit: I have drunk 
neither wine nor strong drink, but 
have poured out my soul before the 


@:. Why did Eli think she was 


nk? “And it came to pass as she 
continued praying before the Lord, 
that Eli marked her mouth. Now 
Hannah, she spake in her heart; only 
her lips moved, but her voice was 
not heard: therefore Eli thought she 
had been drunken.” 1 Sam. 1:10-15. 


The question we are confronted 
with is, can a person drink liquor or 
strong drink and yet retain his in- 
tegrity with God? The Bible is very 
definite in its judgment upon men 
and women who drink intoxicating 
drinks. Paul in his epistle to the 
Galatians, in grouping the seventeen 
evils, instead “drunkenness” in the 
category of adultery, fornication, un- 
cleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emula- 
tions, wrath, strife, seditions, here- 

, envying, murders, revellings, and 
like, of the which I tell you be- 
fore, as I also have told you in time 
past, that they which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. 
Gal. 5:19-21. They that pursue such 


evils will have their part in the lake - 


of fire. Rev. 21:8. With what kind- 
ness or treatment should we intreat a 


brother or church member that is. 


given to the drink habit? “But now I 
have written unto you not to keep 
company, if any man that is 
called a BROTHER (not a very true 
brother in Christ) be a fornicator, 
or covetous, or an idolater, or a 
railer, or a DRUNKARD, or an extor- 
tioner; with such an one not to eat,” 
1 Cor. 5:11. “NOT TO EAT.” We should 
pick our places to eat; try to eat where 
whiskey and beer are not sold. 
peaking of the kingdom, Paul 
kes it very plain that such will not 
enter. “Nor thieves, nor covetous, 
nor DRUNKARDS, nor revilers, nor 
extortioners, shall inherit the 
kingdom of God,” 1 Cor. 6:10. Because 
some say that the Lord delayeth His 
coming, many will give heed to cor- 
ruptible deeds and even take up drink- 
ing of strong drinks. “But and if that 
evil servant shall say in his heart, My 
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Lord delayeth his coming; and shall 
begin to smite his fellowservants, 
and to eat and drink with the drunk- 
en; the Lord of that servant shall 
come in a day when he looketh not for 
him, and in an hour he is not aware of, 
and shall cut him asunder, and ap- 
point him his portion with the hypo- 
crites: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth,” Matt. 24:48-51. 
The people of God are referred to as 
“children of the day” and the sinners 
“children of the night.” There 
should be as much difference in 
the conduct of the two as 
day and night. “Ye are all the chil- 
dren of light, and the children of the

day: we are not of the night, nor of 
darkness. . . . For they that sleep sleep 
in the night; and they that be 
DRUNKEN are DRUNKEN in the 
night. But let us, who are of the day, 
BE SOBER, putting on the breastplate 
of faith and love; and for an helmet, 
the hope of salvation,” 1 Thess. 5:5-8. 
In another scripture we are instructed 
as to how we should walk, being the 
children of the light. “The night is 
far spent, the day is at hand: let us 
therefore cast off the works of dark- 
ness, and let us put on the armour 
of light. Let us walk honestly, as in 
the day; NOT IN RIOTING AND 
DRUNKENNESS, not in chambering 
and wantonness, not in strife and en- 
vying, but put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and make no provision for the 
flesh, to fulfill the lust thereof,” Rom. 
13:12-14. To be prepared for the Lord’s 
coming we must refrain from sin, for 


Jesus said, “And take heed to your- 
selves, lest at any time your heart be 
overcharged with surfeiting, and 
DRUNKENNESS, and cares of this life, 
and so that day come upon you 
unawares,” Luke 21:34. 


LIQUOR AND ITS PUNISHMENT 


In a few words the writer of Prov- 
erbs describes the awful result of 
strong drink. “Wine is a mocker, 
strong drink is raging: and whosoever 
is deceived thereby is not wise.” Prov. 
20:1. “Who hath woe? who hath sor- 
row? who hath contentions? who 
hath babbling? who hath wounds 
without cause? who hath redness of 
eyes? They that tarry long at the 
wine: they that go to seek mixed 
wine,” Prov. 23:29,30. “Look not upon 
the wine when it is red, when it giveth 
his colour in the cup, when it moveth 
itself aright. At the last it biteth like 
a serpent, and stingeth like an adder,” 
Prov. 23:31, 32. 

Men like Daniel are in need in our 
day; he refused to partake of the 
drink. “But Daniel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile him- 
self with the portion of the king’s 
meat, nor with the WINE which he 
drank: therefore he requested of the 
prince of the eunuchs that he might 
not defile himself,” Dan. 1:8. The 
prince was afraid that Daniel would 
not do so well by totally abstaining 
from the king’s meat and drink. 
Daniel requested just ten days to 
prove that one can do much better by 
leaving off the wine. The ten-day 
trial thus began. After ten days, 
their. countenances appeared fairer 
and fatter in flesh than all the chil- 
dren which did'eat and drink of the 
king’s meat and wine. And God gave 
unto them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom. 

Murder is brought about by drink- 
ing in many cases. David was guilty 
of murder, and he drank before the 
crime was committed. “And when 
David had called him, he did eat and 
DRINK before him; AND HE MADE 
HIM DRUNK,” 2 Sam. 11:13. The next 
day Uriah was sent away with the 
letter from David in his own hand, 
his death sentence in his own hand. 
After Uriah was murdered, David 
took his wife and she became David’s 
wife. God was very much displeased 
with the evil deed of David. 

Also, Elah the king of Israel, was 
murdered while drunk. “And his serv- 
ant Zimri, captian of half his chari- 
ots, conspired against him, and he 
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was in Tirzah, DRINKING HIMSELF 
DRUNK in the house of Azar steward 
of his house Tirzah. And Zimri went 
in and smote him, and killed him,” 
1 Kings 16:9, 10. King Ben-hadad made 
an unreasonable request of the king 
of Israel. When he received the 
answer to his request he was drunk. 
“And it came to pass, when Ben-hadad 
heard this message, as he was DRINK- 
ING, he and the kings in the pavilions. 
And they went out at noon, but Ben- 
hadad was DRINKING HIMSELF 
DRUNK in the pavilions,” 1 Kings 20: 
12,16. God appointed Ben-hadad to ut- 
ter destruction. 1 Kings 20:42. You also 
remember that Belshazzar made a 
great feast, also made a great mistake. 
During the feast they not only de- 
filed the holy vessels of God but “they 
DRANK WINE, and praised the gods 
of gold, and of silver, and of brass, of 
iron, of wood, and of stone,” Dan. 
5:4. And in the same hour the finger 
of God moved against him. A message 
was written on the plaster of the wall. 
God didn’t mind scratching the king’s 
white walls. His judgment was read 
by Daniel, God’s judge: “Thou art 
weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting.” 

In the early times, drinking was 
considered a crime, and some were 
put to death because of such conduct. 
“And they shall say unto the elders of 
the city, This our son is stubborn and 
rebellious, he will not obey our voice; 
he is a glutton, and a DRUNKARD. 
And all the men of the city shall stone 
him with stones, that he die; so shall 
thou put evil away from among you, 
and all Israel shall hear and fear.” 
Duet. 21:20, 21. There is no prophecy 
nor words of hope to be found for the 
comfort of the drunkards. “For the 
drunkard and the glutton shall come 
to poverty: and drowsiness shall 
clothe a man with rags,” Prov. 23:21. 
Because of the drunken condition of 
Noah, he pronounced a curse upon his 
own son. “And he drank of the wine 
and was drunken; and he was un- 
covered in his tent. And he said, 
Cursed be Canaan; a servant shall he 
be unto his brethren,” Gen. 9:21,25. 
This was brought about by drinking 
too much wine. 

There was another man that was 
very great in the land, and his wife 
Abigail was a woman of good under- 
standing and of beautful counte- 
nance, but the man Nabal was churlish 
and evil in his doings. 1 Sam. 25:3. His 
wife learned that her husband was to 
be killed, and she appealed to King 
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David in his behalf and was victorious. 
When she was returned to her own 
house, what did she find but a drunk- 
en husband. God sometimes tries to 
help us but we least appreciate His 
favors. “And Abigail came to Nabal; 
and behold, he held a feast in his 
house, like the feast of a king; and 
Nabal’s heart was merry within him, 
FOR HE WAS VERY DRUNKEN: 
wherefore she told him nothing, less 
or more, until the morning light. But 
it came to pass in the morning when 
the WINE was gone out of Nabal, and 
his wife had told him these things, 
that his heart died within him, and 
he became as a stone.” Just ten days 
after this drunken folly, God rendered 
judgment to this man, and he died. 
When people are drunken on liquor or 
strong drinks, the moral good is lost 
to disrespect and ungodliness. When 
Lot was made drunk by his two 
daughters, he lost all common reason 
for good. His name is a disgrace to 
any good respectable father until this 
day. While drunk he permitted an evil 
which if he had been sober, would 
never have taken place. “And they 
made their father drink wine that 
night. Thus were both the daughters 
of Lot with child by their father.” 
Gen. 19:33, 36. 

CONCLUSION: The ungodly drink 
habit has made more orphans and 


widows than any other evil. During 
the World War, in September, 1917, 
the manufacturers of liquor were for- 
bidden to make liquor for the period 
of the war. This was done to conserve 
grain needed for food. What a won- 
derful thing it would be to forbid the 
same all the time to conserve the 
lives of thousands of our American 
people! That restriction was lifted on 
January 16, 1920. The Eighteenth 
Amendment prohibited the traffic 
of intoxicating liquor until Decem 

5, 1933. In order to stimulate pr 
perity from an almost chaotic depres- 
sion, the Eighteenth Amendment was 
repealed. 

National Prohibition died from a se- 
vere blow of the New Deal regime. 
Whiskey may be bought in most states 
of the Nation. It has been legalized 
by our Government and sold in the 
areas not locally dry. To legalize sin 
does not remove the judgment of God. 
Liquor, wine, and other strong drinks 
are condemned by the Bible, and all 
that perpetrate them will suffer the 
loss of their souls in an eternal lake 
of fire. 

In one year, there were 178,834,000 
gallons of distilled spirits produced in 
the United States alone. From 1919 to 
1933, the. Government collected, in 
revenue derived from the sale 2 
liquor, $317,554,000. 
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SOMETHING DIFFERENT!
